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LUTHER MEMORIAL 


Luther Memorial Church, in which Synod met, is fittingly styled 
the Lutheran Cathedral of. the Northwest. The beautiful Gothic 
church was consecrated on Sunday, Oct. 28, 1923, with impressive 
services in which the pastor, The Rev. A. J. Soldan, was assisted by 
a great many of the leaders of the United Lutheran Church. 

The dedication marks the culmination of a building project begun 
in June, 1921, when ground was broken, across the street from Lath- 
rop hall, in the very center of University activities. The corner stone 
was laid Oct. 9, 1921. The building, of Gothic design, is of cream col- 
ored Colfax stone with Bedford stone trimmings. The auditorium 
seats 1800 persons. The carved stone altar, the richly colored tapes- 
tries, the handsome art glass windows, the stately columns, and the 
high vaulted ceiling all blend into a grand and harmonious interior 
suggestive of the worship of God. 

The completion of the structure marks the realization of a vision 
of a small band of residents and university students, who in the 
spring of 1906 met in a room above Keeley’s “Palace of Sweets” and 
resolved to found the first English Lutheran church in Madison, which 
became also the first Protestant church at the university. Under the 
guidance of its several faithful ministers, the membership increased 
rapidly, and the interest of the students was so keen that a campaign 
was launched for funds for the erection of the chapel. In 1915 their 
purpose was accomplished, but in 1920 the congregation was again 
faced with the problem of adequate accommodations. Friends and 

members of the church throughout Wisconsin and the entire north- 
west have contributed unsparingly of their efforts and means, so that 
the new church is fittingly styled the Lutheran cathedral of the 
northwest. It easily is the most beautiful church in the — city, 
-and its total cost approximates $400,000.

Dr. Rubrecht read the 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Thirty-fourth Annual Convention of the English Evangelical 
Lutheran — of the Northwest 


Fathers and Brethren: 


“Grace be to you and peace from God the Father, and from our 
Lord Jesus Christ, Who gave Himself for our sins, that He might de- 
liver us from this present evil world, according to the will of God 
and our Father: to Whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen.” 


-“In the right instruction of youth, Christ and the world are con- 


cerned” said Martin Luther. Luther Memorial Church in which we. 
have gathered for our annual Convention is a twentieth century en- 


dorsement of those striking words of the great Reformer. Located in 
the heart of the University district where it is doing a notable serv- 
ice in the interest of Christian education this noble monument of faith 
bids us a hearty welcome. 


: Lutheranism was born at a university. The University of Wis- 

consin is unique among the great state universities, both for its rapid 
growth and for its service in education. In 1900 it enrolled 2,619 
students; in 1910, 5,538; in 1924, 7332. 800 of these are Lutheran 
boys and girls. They are next to the strongest group on the campus. 
Eighteen years ago a little group of Madison people and University 
students began to realize that they had no church home. There was 
no English Lutheran Church in town. There was no Protestant church 
of any kind at the University. Out of this thought grew Luther 
Memorial. Out of this thought grew the university student work idea 
which has since spread to every state university and practically all 
non-denominational educational institutions. The beginning was 
humble, unheralded, unnoticed. Keeley’s “Palace of Sweets,” space 
above Brown’s Bookstore, the Jewish Tabernacle on West Washing- 
ton Ave. were the early places of worship. In 1915 the Chapel on 
University Avenue and Lake St. was built in response to actual ne- 
cessity. In 1920 it was found inadequate and plans were laid for the 
construction of this commodious building. The congregation under 
the leadership of Rev. A. J. Soldan, the present energetic pastor, did 
not build for themselves alone. Upwards of 7,500 students have made 
Luther Memorial their church home. They have been at worship, at 
the Communion table, in Bible classes, in all forms of church and 
social activities. To do this work adequately this cathedral-like 
building was a necessity. The gifts of thousands of individuals 
have been poured into this great project. Over the entrance of this 
magnificent structure stands a carved Christ with outstretched arms 
inviting the multitudes to enter its portals. Luther Memorial has an 
unlimited field for service. The congregation has planned wisely and 
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is carrying on with- courage, patience and boundless faith. The Lu- 
theran church needs these striking monuments of faith. Too long 
have we hid our lamp under a bushel. The day of larger things is at 


The past year has been one of marked progress. Pastors and 
missionaries have been very faithful in the discharge of duty. No 
less than 12 new fields have been opened up during the past twelve 
months, most of them preaching points for the present. A~ addition- 
al number of very promising fields await the arrival of o. ‘d mis- 
- sionaries. The building program of Synod shows no aba’ Lat- 
est reports indicate that projects are under way or cont 1 in- 
volving an expenditure of nearly $1,000,000. The Gene d of 
Synod shows an increase of $10,000 over a year ago, the t on 
record. The assets of Northwestern Seminary have increa. %8,- 
- 000. Contributions to the United Lutheran Church were double ic- 

_ cessions during the year have been unusually heavy. An incr sed 
attendance and interest on the part of the men is very noticeable in 
many of the congregations. In spite of adverse economic conditions in 
portions of our territory the per capita gifts increased from $1.73 to 
$2.09 per confirmed member. This does not equal the 1921-1922 fig- 
ure of $2.20, the highest. An increasing number of congregations see 
that it pays to supply the pastor with an automobile and other neces- 
sary helps. Four congregations have secured parsonages for the 
pastors during the year and two congregations are remodelling and 
enlarging present parsonages. Many substantial increases in salary 
are noted. Five new congregations knock at our saps. none of them 
coming from other Lutheran bodies. 


Deaths 
It seems right and fitting that due mention be made of the 
deaths of Rev. W. A. and Rev. James F. Beates, brothers, who died 
within a few months of each other. Rev. W. A. Beates took ill at the 
last Convention of Synod in Minneapolis and did not recover. Also 
of the death of Lydia Kennerly, the only daughter of Rev. and Mrs. 
W. W. Kennerly. I recommend that the Committee on Resolutions be 
instructed to draft suitable minutes and that the Liturgical Commit- 
tee in connection with the Necrologist arrange for a brief memorial 
service to be held in connection with the Devotional Service on Thurs- 
day afternoon. 


Oversight 


The ibbene Conference of Synodical Presidents, held Jan. 
29-30, 1924, felt that steady oversight of congregations by synodical 
officials due to the carelessness of pastors and the indifference of 
Church Councils was a matter of greatest importance. Oversight 
should not be necessary. The idea is repulsive to the Lutheran mind 
and Lutheran spirit. Pastors, church councils, auxiliary organiza- 
tions, congregations, conference and synodical societies should al- 
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ways desire to observe the rules and the. practice of the church. It 
should not be necessary to refer to a matter of this kind. Unfortun- 
ately experience teaches us that pastors, church councils and congre- 
gations can be very careless, indifferent, even remiss. The disclosure 
during the past year or year and a half of no less than four congre- 
gations that lost all trace of their congregational constitutions, the 
finding of the warranty deed and parish record of one of our congre- 
gations in the basement rubbish pile and about to be shovelled into 
the furnace, of two congregations that did not as much as own a par- 
ish record, of a church treasurer and a business man at that who in- 
sisted on presenting his monthly reports on the back of old envelopes, 
of a number of instances where communion records have not been 
kept for years, of church councils who have diverted to our certain 
knowledge to current expenses several thousands of dollars that were 
intended for benevolence, of other irregularities sometimes wilful but 
usually due to neglect or indifference, again raises the question of 
| proper oversight. A keener realization of pastors and church coun- 
| cils of the importance and necessity of these detail matters which 
may seem to be of small consequence is needed. There is no excuse 

for the extreme cases of carelessness cited. 


The State of the Church 


& According to this instruction I again mailed to all pastors or secre- 
taries of congregations a blank on the State of the Church. 

_ All congregations but Trinity, Church’s and Salem, Albert 
Lea, answered the questionnaire. 

A summary of the blanks reveals the totiotiing facts and infor- 
mation: 

‘Practically all of the congregations enjoy a healthy growth and 
report increasing attendance at services. A decided increase in the 
number of male worshippers in many congregations is noticeable. 
Thirty-six congregations hold regular Sunday evening services ex- 
cepting during the summer months. This is a decrease of three over 
a year ago. Nine congregations report that the attendance is Station- 
ary. Only a few instances that there is evidence of decline. Six con- 
gregations report an average evening attendance of over 100; ten 
congregations an average evening attendance of over 50. This is an 
increase of three and four respectively in each grouping. The con- | 
gregations are practically the same as a year ago. On the whole 
evening attendance is dropping off and becoming more discouraging. 

| | Where special efforts and special programs are put on pastors report 
success, | 7 
Eight congregations report mid-week services during extended 
portions of the year, a decrease of three. Bible study and catechism 
_ talks are the usual program. The attendance is not large. 
| Thirty-seven congregations keep a record of attendance of all 
services, an increase of five over a year ago and an increase of 11 over 
two years ago. Missionaries are required to keep and report this in- 
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formation. This information should be mept and reported regularly 
in every congregation. 

The Church year and chief festival seasons are universally observed 
in our Synod. 

Family worship is not popular in these Be One pastor has the 
courage to report that 50 per cent of his families observe this cus- 
tom and two others 25 per cent. Most pastors report “not very ex- 
tensive.” A number of pastors urge the use of devotional books. One

Forty Sunday Schools report the use of the Baby aslex. an in- 
crease of three. In this connection it is interesting to note that forty 
schools remitted to the Treasurer of Synod during the year. Every 
Sunday School in Synod should introduce the Baby Duplex without 


delay. 


The qoestionnaires reveal the following on Young 
People’s Organizations: Eleven of our congregations have no organ- 
ization of any kind for young people. A year ago there were nine- 
teen. There seems to be a greater diversification of purpose and 
name than ever before. The Luther League leads with 37 senior or- 
ganizations and 12 junior leagues; there are 13 Light Brigades; 9 Boy 
Scout Troops; 1 Girls’ Scout Troop; 6 Young People’s Missionary So- 
cieties; 4 Boys’ Clubs; 4 Girls’ Clubs; 3 Young Ladies’ Societies; 2 
Pioneer Clubs; other organizations reported are Yoke Fellows, Torch 
Bearers, King’s Daughters; Dramatic and Student Associations; Dor- 
cas, Baracas, Progress, Art and Triangle Clubs and a number of Ath- 
letic Clubs. 

Twenty-nine congregations report Brotherhoods, a decrease of 


two. 


There are only two parishes in Synod that do not use the Duplex 
envelope. One of these is a rural parish. 

There is only one congregation according to the reports that does 
not conduct an Annual Every Member Canvass. Severs! report skip- 
ping years but believe in the method. 

Monthly remittance of funds is quite general. Fifteen congrega- 


- tions still remit intermittently. The practice of monthly remittance 


should be universal. This is simplified if congregations carry out the 
instructions of the United Lutheran Church and Synod that each con- 
gregation elect a Benevolence Treasurer in addition to the Treasurer 
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and that all the benevolent monies of the congregation be kept sép- 
arate. 
Seventy-six young men are reported as having the ministry in 
view. Let us hope and pray that there be no heavy shrinkage. Every 
congregation should desire to have a student studying for the minis- 


try in school all the time. The Synod of the Northwest must pay its 


_ debt to the church. 


Twelve congregations have their pastors with automo-. 


biles during the past year or two. Thirty-six pastors have provided 


their own machines. Seventeen pastors are without this convenience. | 


All of our stronger congregations should relieve the pastor of this 
burden. It will pay them to do so. Lay delegates present can be 
instrumental in assisting church councils to take up the matter of 
providing the pastor with an automobile as recommended by Synod. 


The same is true of other conveniences. Only sixteen congrega- 
tions supply the pastor with telephone and office supplies. Nine with 


stationary only. Four with telephone ofily. Thirty-one congregations 
let the pastor pay =e — This is out of all proportion and should 
be corrected. 

The salaries paid to the pastors and general workers of Synod 
range from $1100 and parsonage to $4000 and parsonage. One pastor 
receives $1100 and parsonage; six $1500 and parsonage; two $1600; 


two $1600 and parsonage; one $1650; one $1700; one $1700 and par-— 


sonage; four $1800; seven $1800 and parsonage; one $1980 and par-

rules of Synod authorized his Ordination at its meeting held in Min- 
neapolis, Minn., Sept. 12, 1923. He was ordained in First Lutheran 
Church, Billings, Montana, Sunday, Sept. 30, 1923, by the President 
of Synod assisted by Rev. G. C. Koehler and Rev. F. C. H. Scholz. 


Spring Brook and Holyoke Congregations | 


When Trinity, Williston, N. D., extended a call to Rev. Carl Eck- 
hoff, St. James, Spring Brook, declined to join in the call. Frequent 
changes in the pastorate and general dissatisfaction led to the deci- 
sion of the congregation to sever its connection with the Synod of the 
Northwest and to seek admission into the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America. After several conferences including one with the officials 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church this desire was granted on con- 
dition that the congregation repay a loan of $650 to the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension The loan has been repaid and 
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the congregation will undoubtedly unite with the Norwegian Lutheran 
church. St. James was a community church, small in  apaeanit and. 
never well organized. 

Holyoke is a small community in the cut-over section of aie 
Minnesota with about a dozen houses, a post-office and a general 
store. During the vacancy of Holy Trinity, Superior, Redeemer con- 

: gregation at this point consisting of four or five families and 16 con- 
firmed members was supplied by a pastor of the Ohio Synod who was 
also able to give them occasional services in German. The congrega- 
tion desired to retain the services of the Ohio Synod supply pastor. .— 
I visited Holyoke Nov. 28, 1923, met with the congregation and heard 
their arguments for wanting to sever themselves from the Synod of 
the Northwest. A merging of interests seemed advisable. The 


congregation has taken preliminary —= to become an independent 
congregation.

European Relief 

The National Lutheran Council continues to carry on its great 
work of relief in the stricken countries of Europe. Frequent reports 
in the weekly newspapers of the church and news bulletins issued by | 
the Publicity Bureau of the Council indicate in a small way the tre- 
mendous amount of good that has been accomplished through this 
distributing agency of the Lutheran churches of America. Another 
appeal for additional clothing and funds was made during the past 
winter. The season from Jan. 17th to Feb. 17th was designated as 
the time for the gathering of funds in our Synod. With scarcely an - 
exception our congregations cheerfully assumed this pressing and 
solemn responsibility. We have no record of the number of pounds 
of clothing shipped but the Treasurer of Synod transmitted $6027.68 
in cash to the headquarters of the National Lutheran Council. |

Stewardship 


& The stewardship idea is steadily gaining its way Sosa the 


congregations of Synod. Its full realization and success depends in 

a large measure upon the pastors and the leaders in our churches. 
The call of the church is world-wide and a portion of that task is 
laid upon every Christian and upon every congregation. Our con- 
ception of the church and of church membership is all wrong if we 
consider it anything but an intensely active and earnest and altruis- 
tic organization established on earth by command of Christ to carry 
to perfection a prescribed program of endeavor. That program is not 
local and four-walled, it covers the task of the whole church. Pastors 
and congregations are remiss if they do not keep this whole task of 
the church before them continually. Our interest in the world-wide 
program of the church is registered in our free-will gifts. The gifts 
of our people have been increasing. The showing of a number of 
our congregations and of an increasing number of individuals in most 
of our congregations is noteworthy but we have not yet succeeded in 
thoroughly leavening the whole mass. There are still a few congre- 
gations that do not remit anything for benevolence. There are still 
a few church councils that will systematically rob the Lord’s treasury 
and deliberately steal the gifts of the Lord’s people given for spec- 
ific objects to pay the pastor’s salary or wipe out current bills. Such 


conditions should not be tolerated in any congregation. The Lord 


will certainly withhold His blessing. Through the continued use of 
suitable literature, by education and information, in every legitimate 
way we must labor until every individual in every congregation as- 


- gumes the whole task of the church in the measure in which the Lord 


has prospered him. The annual visitation and every member canvass 
authorized for Thanksgiving Week affords an opportunity to call the 
attention of our people to these important matters. We are convinced 
that we have not been sufficiently concrete in presenting the needs of 
the church. We believe that our people and congregations will re- 


-$Spond to an advanced program of endeavor if the matter is properly 


presented. In figures the case of Synod may be stated as follows: 
The amount asked by the United Lutheran Church for the coming 
year is $48,447. The needs of Synod total about $25,000. On _ the 
basis of our confirmed membership for 1928 this is an average of 
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$3.71 per capita or 74 cents weekly per member. The average con- 
tribution for benevolence per confirmed member of Synod at the pres- 
ent time is $1.91, a little more than one-half of the amount needed 
We must not be satisfied with our showing until we meet every need 
of the church. That must be our goal. We recommend that the Ex- 
ecutive and Finance Committees of Synod be authorized to make a 
careful study of the stewardship of the congregations of Synod and 
to plan the coming annual visitation and every member canvass with 
the view of meeting the full budget of the church. 


Better Co-Ordination of Work 


The machinery and work of Synod has multiplied very rapidly. 
We are guided by an instrument which was prepared when the Synod 


was a small body. Numerous changes and amendments have been 


made from time to time. There has been feeling that some of the 
rules and provisions of Synod need modification or change. There is 
need of better co-ordination in some of the machinery which we have 
set up. The last edition of the Constitution of Synod is completely 
exhausted. I suggest that the Executive Committee of Synod be 
authorized to study the need of a new constituion and by-laws or 
amendments to the same with the view of better co-ordination of the 
work of Synod. I also suggest that Synod consider the advisability of 


printing the constitution and by-laws as an appendix to the 1924 Min- 


utes of Synod. ~ 


Caution in New Building Operations 


The past few years have seen an increased volume of new build- 
ing operations on the territory of Synod. There will be no let-up. 
Many of the older congregations are abandoning the inadequate or- 
iginal plants and planning expensive modern physical equipment. 
Many of the missions no longer start with inexpensive chapels. Great 
care should be taken in this transition stage of our development to 
avoid serious and costly mistakes. There has been too much individ- 
ualism in church building. Too many church buildings where pet 
ideas of building committees have been incorporated. The same thing 
can be said of many architects who do not know our Lutheran spirit 
and less of what is considered fitting and proper in the building of 
Lutheran Churches. It usually means a hodgepodge church building, 


inadequate within ten or fifteen years and needing repairs. It always 


means dollars out for the congregation and dollars in for incompetent 
architects. Serious consideration should also be taken of providing 
suitable facilities for the Christian education of the young and recent 
developments along this line. Basements should be avoided as much 
as possible. Week day religious training is fast coming into vogue. 
It is not at all unlikely that the state will put a ban on basement 
rooms for educational work. The state of Ohio has already enacted a 
law of this kind. With many new church buildings in prospect let 
us avoid past mistakes and set our ideals high. Let us build for the 
future. The synodical committee on Architecture as well as the 
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committee of the United Lutheran Church will gladly offer its advice 
and experience. These committees are not dictatorial but there are 
certain fundamental principles in the matter of churches in their 
construction that should not be neglected. ; 

Reports would indicate that the past year has been an unusually 


- good one for the United Lutheran Church in the way of accessions. 


The continued agitation of our church papers is bearing results. The 
Synod of the Northwest continues to hold a leading place in this re- 
spect. Some of our congregations have made remarkable gains. Of 
equal importance is the matter of losses. Not enough has been said 


on this subject and certainly not enough has been done to discover 


the reason for our losses- and to check them. During the last ten 
years 25,000 accessions were reported in our congregations. The 
losses totaled 13,500 and 10,000 of them under the rubric “otherwise,” 
which usually means dropped from the rolls.

There should be the same concerted effort to conserve otr forces as 
is put forth to add to our numbers. I regard this phase of pastoral — 
and parish activity as of the greatest importance.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MIS- 
SIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION. 


For the past two years the President of Synod has been acting 
Superintendent of Missions for the synodical board in connection with 
his other duties in order that Rev. M. J. Bieber, D. D., the Superin- 
tendent, might continue to canvass for funds for Northwestern Luth- 
eran Seminary. Acting in accordance with the expressed wish of 
Synod, the President has endeavored to discharge the responsibilities 
placed upon him to the best of his ability and I hereby desire to 
_present the following report: 


The ‘synodical board held four meetings during the year on dates 


as follows: Sept. 12, Dec. 5, April 25 and June 16. +At each of these 
meetings the Superintendent presents a full written report on the 
_ status of all missions. At the spring meeting the annual Budget of 
Appropriations is taken up for careful consideration and approval. The 
District Superintendent is always ‘present at this meeting. At the 
request of the District Superintendent the annual budget will be taken 
up at the December meeting in the future. This will change the bud- 
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get year of the Synod of the Northwest as far as appropriations to 
missions are concerned to correspond with the calendar year, namely, 
from Jan. Ist to Dec. 31st. The present budget will be in force for a 
period of eight months beginning May ist. An Executive Committte 


acts ad interim. Items of business requiring the approval of the Gen- 
eral Board are transmitted monthly. 


In this connection it is always fitting that we remind ourselves 
that we are not doing missionary work for our own glory, but for the 


glory of the Risen Lord and the advancement of His Kingdom on 


earth. We are thankful for every evidence of His Providence and for 
His manifold goodness and mercy. Our reliance is on Him. 

The past few years have been exceedingly trying ones for us in 
many respects. There has been much restlessness and considerable 


shifting. The missions in the Western Conference especially have been 


hard hit by unfavorable economic conditions. A number of fields 
were sick unto death. Drastic measures were necessary to bring re- 
lief. The General Board, which realizes the importance of this field, 
was always ready to respond and respond liberally when the case de- 
manded it. An unctousl number of special requests of the S.O.S. char- 
acter came from our territory. Possibly we let sick and weary mis- 
sion points drag along too long before we went to the rescue. We be- 
lieve now that all in all the mission points today are in better shape 
than they have been for a long time. We will always have our prob- 


lems, mistakes will be made, but we are learning as a synodical mis- 
sion board. 


To spur us on, on the other hand, we must ever be mindful that 
we are on the greatest mission territory of the United Lutheran 
Church. The days of our usefulness as a missionating agency in the 
Northwest are not ended as some might persuade themselves to be-. 


lieve. The transition in our Lutheran Church on this territory from a 


foreign language, from a nationalistic spirit and a racial institution 
to a full-fledged American institution using the American language 
and displaying an American spirit is far in the future, says one of 
the English leaders in a bi-lingual group. 

Each year sees a shift of more than 1,000,000 from the country- 
side to our teeming cities. The countryside in the Northwest is pre- 
dominantly Lutheran in its complexion. The Lutheran Church is still 


arural church. The Lutheran Church has always been wood for others 


to work. It’s good wood. Others find it profitable to work that wood 
in the cities and growing towns. Our losses are greater than any 
other Protestant group because we have not followed our people into 
the cities, because our program has been too meagre and unattractive, 
because we have not been sufficiently aggressive. There are very good 
reasons why we are in danger of losing third place in the ranking of 
American Protestants. 

Our mission is primarily in the larger towns and growing cities. 
In this environment our work invariably flourishes. God has used us 
and blessed us. It may not be generally known, but the Synod of the 
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Northwest has grown faster in the last ten years than any other Synod 
in the United Lutheran Church. “The Lutheran” recently pointed out 
that we were second last year in the average number of accessions 
per congregation, with the New York and New England Synod lead- 
ing. Both of these bodies confine their work largely to growing cities. 

_ Nineteen synods report a net gain of 124 congregations in the last ten 
years. Fifteen synods report a net loss of 97 congregations; 34 synods 
not counting the Slovak Synod on which we do not have the figures, 
report a net gain of 27 congregations for the last ten years. The 
Synod of the Northwest gained 37 congregations. This is more than 
the rest of the United Lutheran Church combined. 

A more recent report in the same weekly, tabulated a list of 17 
congregations which received more than 150 new members during the 

past year. Four of these congregations are congregations of our 
synod. A careful study of the Lutheran’s figures on accessions is 
very illuminating. The substantial growth of the United Lutheran 
Church is largely in the Central District. With a full quota of field 
missionaries a far greater work could be accomplished. Our great 
need is men and more men, but men of the right kind and men with 
the right spirit. 

We need more Passavants, Heyers and Fricks, men of vision who 
see the needs, understand the problems and plant the church. Let us 
pray that our Seminary may become a mighty power house to man . 
this great territory with English Lutheran congregations. The mis- 
sionary fires of our missionary synod must not' be permitted to dle 
out. Our work has just 

Since our last Convention. the following significant and 
decisions have been made: Rev. J. S. Herold, D.D., the Missionary Su- — 
perintendent of the Ohio Synod, was called to the Superintendency of 
the Central District to succeed Rev. John F. Seibert, D.D., now General 
Secretary of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. He 

has already acquainted himself with large portions of our field and 
met with our synodical board regularly. He hes cur best wihee mae 
we pledge him our heartiest co-operation. 

A profitable Home Mission Conference of all general wadiaie of. 
the Board including the Board members was held at Board headquart- 
ers last fall. A plan of co-operation in home mission work with other 
bodies has been worked out and has received the endorsement of the : 
Executive Board of the U. L. C. . | 

A relocation of the Field Missionaries on the territory of the 
Synod was granted. The new arrangement calls for two men in Wis- 
consin, one in Minnesota and one for the Dakotas and Montana. An 
additional field missionary has been called ~ the Prairie Provinces 
of Canada 

Steps have been taken to consolidate the asi Home Mission Boards | 
of the U. L. C., namely, the Board of Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tention, the Board of Northwestern Missions, the Immigrants’ Mission 
Board, the West Indies Mission Board and the Committee on Jewish 
Missions, into one Board. It is hoped by many that the consolidation 
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of these Boards will not remove the headquarters from the city of 
Chicago. 


The synodical Board decided to follow the policy of ore 


/ Strategic centers and growing cities in the future. 


Another significant action of the General Board is to follow up 
Church Extension upon maturity and urge the payment of the same 
in order that new fields may be entered more rapidly and more fields 
have the privilege of the benefits of the fund. 

The Synod of the Northwest has been honored with representation

1906. Missionary Koehler took charge of this important point May list 
a year ago after a prolonged vacancy covering eight months. The 
year has been one of trials and tribulations for the mission as well as 
one of encouragement. The situation in Montana and the Dakotas is 
summed up most admirably in a recent article by Garet Garrett in the 
Saturday Evening Post, entitled “That Pain in the Northwest.” The 


symptoms of this pain are clearly reflected in the life of the missions. 


Despite numerous setbacks and readjustments the missionary reports 
68 accessions. A campaign for “The Lutheran” netted twenty sub- 
scriptions. Yellowstone Park continues to be a preaching point, the 
members holding their membership in Liyingston. Services are also 
held regularly at Crannis Crossing. The missionary has been asked to 
visit other points and recently preached six times in seven days. The 
finances of the congregation have been put on a satisfactory basis with 
additional assistance from the Board. 3 

ST. JAMES, Columbus. Rev. Geo. C. Koehler, supply pastor. 
Org. 1920. Missionary Scholz resigned from this field last fall and — 
returned to Texas. A strong effort at this time to organize a Com- 
munity Church nearly wrecked our little mission. Missionary Koehler 
was put in charge supplying it from Livingston on Sunday evenings. 
His well known aggressiveness has practically wrecked the Community 
Church movement and he preaches to an average attendance of about 
fifty. The present arrangement is satisfactory to the congregation. 
It also means a saving of $750 annually to the Board. The congre- 
gation worships in the Episcopalean Chapel. Columbus is a county 
seat and will resume its growth and prosperity as soon as economic 
conditions change for the better. 

FIRST, Billings. Rev. John R. Bacher, pastor. Org. 1920. The 
entire personnel of workers in Montana has changed during the past 
year. Student Bacher assumed charge Sunday, Aug. 26, 1923. He 
was ordained and installed Sunday, Sept. 30th. His acceptance was 
contingent upon a settlement by the Board of foreclosure proceedings 
against the property of the congregation due to non-payment of inter- 
est for several years and the accumulation of other indebtedness. Bill- 
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ings has suffered greatly from bank failures and a general exodus of 
the population. Past handicaps and irregularities in the congregation 
have added to the difficulties in this field. In spite of many discourage- 
ments a successful Every Member Canvass was conducted last fall. 
The pastor has added to the membership and reports future prospects 
good. The Sunday School enrollment has nearly doubled. 

All in all, our work in Montana is in better shape today than it 
ever was. It is but a beginning, a very small beginning. 


NORTH DAKOTA 


TRINITY, Williston. Rev. Carl Eckhoff, pastor. Org. 1914. Mis- 
sionary Eckhoff assumed charge June 1, 1923, but was greatly handi- 
capped by unpaid indebtedness, a heritage of new building operations 
of the previous year. It was necessary for the Board to grant them 
an additional loan of $1,200 in January. This has stimulated the 
work. Through the loss of St. James, Spring Brook, which has repaid 
its loan of $650 and united with the Norwegian Lutheran Church, it 
was also necessary to readjust the appropriation toward the pastor’s 
salary by increasing it $330 a year. The basement has been improved 
and the church lawn put in order. Trinity and its active missionary 
have won the confidence of the community. The future for the work 
in Williston is more hopeful than it has been in a long time. 


ST. JOHN’S, Killdeer. Org. 1917. 

ST. LUKE’S, Manning. . Rev. John W. Ziegler, pastor. Org. 1920. 
Missionary Ziegler has done a faithful and self-sacrificing work in the 
parish in spite of depressing conditions which prevail quite generally 
in North Dakota. The growth at this point will never be rapid. 
Through much sacrifice and a general canvass of the community the 
mission has been enabled to pay a note of $700 on which they have 
been paying 10 per cent interest. The missionary lives at Killdeer 
where St. John’s worships in a fine new church. St. Luke’s worships 
in a school house, but is negotiating for the Roman Catholic chapel 
which is no longer in use. Manning is a county-seat with our congre- 
gation the only one in the community.. rr 

ST. PAUL’S, New Salem. Rev. Jacob Thornell, pastor. Org. 1920. 
St. Paul’s has been vacant for a year. Student and other supplies have 


visited the place regularly and the work has held itself together in a _ 


most remarkable way. This is largely due to the splendid group of 
workers in this mission. After much planning and a conference with 
Rev. I. D. Yivisaker, President of the North Dakota District of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church, it was found to be advantageous to all 
concerned to find a man who could also serve the congregations at Al- 
mont and Sims belonging to the Norwegian Lutheran Church. Rev. 
Jacob Thornell has been called and is on the field. He seeks admission 


into our Synod at this Convention. Almont and Sims will each con-. 


tribute $500 a year towards the salary and New Salem has 
provided a modern parsonage, paying for the same at the rate of $600 
a year and interest. St. Paul’s is very happy over this solution and 
believes that the work will develop rapidly. There is a likely chance 
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that the Presbyterian Church can now be purchased for the pérmanent 
home of St. Paul’s. 

‘ST. MARK’S, Grand Forks. Rev. A. J. D. Haunt, D.D., pastor. 
Org. 1910. Dr. Haupt took charge of St. Mark’s October 15th. The 
response was immediate and remarkable. The attendance is taxing 
the capacity of the church. Increased interest is manifest in every de-_ 
partment. The University and community are demanding much of — 
the missionary’s time. “The field is much richer than I ever dared | 
to believe,” writes the missionary, “but what are we to do with a 

church that seats only 128?” Grand Forks is an example of Lutheran 
inefficiency. This is acknowledged by all that know the field. The 
local Presbyterian Church recently added eighty new members on one 
Sunday, mostly Lutheran material. With an adequate physical equip- 
ment St. Mark’s would soon take a commanding position in the city. 


CANADA 


FIRST, Winnipeg. Rev. Wm. F. Bacher, D.D., pastor. Org. 1905. 
First Church is our only Canadian point. Missionary Hoyer’s resigna- 


- tion became effective Nov. 30th. Dr. Bacher assumed charge Feb. Ist, | 


and was installed Feb. 17th. He has won the hearts of the people. - 
There is a fine church plant, : but the congregation is handicapped by a 
very heavy indebtedness. The Sunday School during the Lenten sea- 
- son attained the highest attendance on record. The work is well 
organized. 


MINNESOTA 


FAITH, Winona. Rev. Webster H. Clement, pastor. Org. 1917. 
Under the energetic leadership of Rev. Clement Faith Church is mov- 
ing forward. The first mortgage of $1,500 has been paid off. The 
remaining indebtedness on the furnace and pipe organ has also been 
provided. A better spirit prevails. New members are being added. 
The congregation contributed liberally to the Seminary Endowment 
Fund. The pastor’s salary was raised $100 and the appropriation 
from the Board reduced a similar amount. 


GRACE, Alden. Org. 1917. 


FAITH, Walters. Rev. John F. Eshbaugh, diaiane on 1917. 
The work at Alden has taken on new life. The people were very much 
discouraged a year ago. The new arrangement which gives this point 
regular morning services was wisdom. With the building of a very 
fine consolidated school and the removal of a number of country school 
houses to town, it was possible to make arrangements to hold services 
in one of the buildings. This building has been purchased recently 
and moved to a splendid location also acquired recently. This step 
involved an expenditure of about $600. ‘The congregation will take 
care of it in full. Faith, Waiters, dedicated its new church building. 
Its total cost was about $7,500. There is an indebtedness of $2,000 
which includes the Church Extension loan of $1,500. Faith congrega- 
tion has the field practically to itself and should develop steadily. 
ST. ANDREWS, Lincolntown. Rev. Arma G. Riggle, pastor. Org. 
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1922. St. Andrews became vacant Dec. ist. The work suffered con- 
siderably but is rejuvenating rapidly. There is no reason why a good 
membership can not be built up in this community and likewise a 
suitable house of worship on the lots acquired by the congregation, for 
our work is the only organized work on the field. The community is 
growing and has many fine families. By mutual agreement this work 
has been united with St. Mark’s, North St. Paul to form a parish. 
The two points are only four miles apart. This arrangement relieves 
the Board of a large appropriation and gives the missionary a living 
wage. Student Riggle assumed full charge June ist and will be or- 
dained at this meeting of Synod. 


ST. JOHN’S, Lakeville. Rev. A. P. Lee, pastor. Org. 1914. 
St. John’s was made a mission point a year ago and Rev. Lee was 
called to the field. Splendid progress has been made. The super- 
structure of the church building costing about $7,000 was put up and 
the completed building dedicated Sunday, April 27th. A first mortgage 
of $3,500 covers the entire indebtedness. St. John’s has a beautiful 


little church property worth at least $10,000. There is a parsonage. | 


A fine spirit prevails. The mission gladly accepted a cut of $200 in 
the Board’s appropriation. 


ST. LUKE’S Farmington. Vacant. Org. 1915. 

This point was formerly connected with Lakeville 12 miles distant. 
_ The arrangement was not satisfactory. A year ago the congregation 
was ready to disband. Regular Sunday morning services have revived 


the work in a remarkable manner and demonstrated that there is a | 


good field at this place. The congregation has moved into the Episco- 
pal Chapel which it rents for $125 annually. The chapel is centrally 


located and can be purchased. It is small but serviceable. A perma-. 


nent pastor will be needed in all probability within a short time. 


ST. LUKE’S, Oxboro. Rev. Arthur C. P. Hays, pastor. Org. 1923. 
Oxboro is a growing suburban district. We are fortunate on being on 
the field early. Rev. Hays is well liked and the prospects for future 
development are bright. The congregation needs permanent quarters 
and needs them badly. Lots have been purchased and a basement 
chapel will be put up this summer without cost to the Board. Rev. 
Hays serves this point in connection with his work at Northwestern 
Seminary. 

RESURRECTION, Morris Taek. Student supply. Org. 1923. 
Here again we have the advantage of early occupancy of the field. 
This suburban district is growing very rapidly and filling up with 
Lutheran material. The new chapel, dedicated Nov. 1ith, is already 
- taxed to its capacity on special occasions. It is fast becoming the 
rallying point for community interests. The Sunday School attend- 
ance has passed the hundred mark. Sixteen young people were con- 
firmed on Palm Sunday, which brings-the membership up to forty-five. 
The chapel is centrally located and cost $6,010. The lots cost $1,050. 
It was necessary for the Synodical Mission Board to grant an addi- 
tional $800 to complete the building operations. The Women’s League 
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of Salem Church has loaned the mission $400 at six per cent to pur- 
chase pews. Student Stromberg of Northwestern Seminary is in 
charge. 

ASCENSION, St. Paul. Field Missionary R. H. Gerberding in 
charge. Ascension Mission was organized Dec. 30, 1923, with twenty- 
five members. It is in the St. Clair-Ford district of St. Paul and prom- 
ises to be a fine field for a U. L. C. congregation. Three lots 118x125 
at the corner of Stanford and Cleveland Avenues, have beer purchased 
for $2,700. Four hundred dollars has been paid on them, the balance 
will be covered by time payments. It is planned to erect the parish 
house unit at once. There will be Sunday School and social rooms on 
‘the basement floor, a main floor auditorium seating 150 people and 
a second floor with one end finished with living quarters for the pas- 
tor. It will be of brick construction and will cost about $12,000. The 
Field Missionary has high hopes for Ascension congregation. In the 
nucleus are a number of very substantial) and prominent families. 
Faith Church surrenders some of its best families to the movement. 

PENTECOST, Minneapolis. Rev. W. S. Ulrich, D. D., supply pastor. 
Org. 1921. Dr. Lenker, the former pastor, resigned in February to de- 
vote his full time to literary work. Dr. Ulrich assumed full charge 
April ist. At the same time it was made a mission point. The con- 
_ gregation owns a basement property which is entirely inadequate. It 
is free of debt with the exception of a loan from Synod amounting to 
$620. A canvass of the neighborhood reveals much unchurched Luther- 
an material. In one block every family was Lutheran. A completed 
- church building on an enlarged basement foundation is an immediate 
necessity and an architect has been engaged to prepare plans. Much 
building is in progress in the neighborhood and Pentecost mission 
should develop into a strong congregation. 

ST. JOHN’S, Stacy. Rev. Alfred Ramsey, D.D., pastor. Org. 1904. 
St. John’s continues a synodical mission with an annual appropriation 
of $500. | 


WISCONSIN 


TRINITY, Superior. Rev. Bernard E. Wentzel, pastor. Org. 1905. 
Missionary Wentzel has spent a busy year in re-establishing the credit 
and good name of this congregation. With the assistance of an addi- 
tional loan of $3,000 from the Board on condition that the congrega- 
tion raise $2,000 he has been enabled to pay off $6,797 on indebtedness 
including the first mortgage of $2,500. Back benevolences have been 
paid up and $350 pledgéd for the coming year. The Luther League 
will spend $150 to paint and improve the basement and furnish a rest 
room. There is increased activity along all lines. The members of 
this mission, often discouraged, deserve much commendation for their 
fine showing under the leadership of Missionary Wentzel. _ 

ST. JAMES, Marinette. Rev. Wm. P. Gerberding, pastor. Org. 
1918. St. James is the only mission on our territory to go on the 
self-supporting list this year. They have a $75,000 property, a vigor- 
ous congregation, a fine parsonage and contribute $1,000 for benevo- 
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lence annually. St. James has established a remarkable record in its 


six years’ history. Special Anniversary services including a congre- 


gational banquet were held June 1-2. 

TRINITY, New London. Rev. M. A. Haker, pastor. Org. 1919. | 
Rev. Haker took charge of this mission upon graduation from North- 
western Seminary a year ago. He is doing a satisfactory work but is 


handicapped by the need of permanent quarters. The congregation — 


is not ready to attempt the larger undertaking. What is to be done in 
a situation of this kind? Our present property consisting of two 
houses, one of them converted into an unattractive chapel, on the best 
corner in town, is easily worth $10,000. There is a first mortgage in- 
debtedness of $3,500 besides the Church Extension Loan of $2,500. 
Many strangers are attending the services, but are not willing to line 
up until permanency of the work is assured. _ 

TRINITY, Appleton. Rev. F. L. Schreckenberg, pastor. Org. 
1915. This growing mission is in the midst of a new building program. 
The old property on Main Street has been sold to the Women’s Clubs 
of Appleton. An exceptionally fine property off the Lawrence College 
campus was in turn surrendered for the present central downtown site 
opposite the Vocational School. The new plant will be one of the 
most attractive buildings in Appleton, of stone construction and cost- 
ing about $70,000. It will be very complete in appointments. including 
an attached parsonage. The mission accepted another reduction in the 
Board’s appropriation. 


ZION, Horicon. Rev. Bernard J. Stecker, pastor. Org. 1917. 


Zion’s has shown a steady growth and development from the beginning. 


_ Missionary Stecker has extended his missionary activities into the 


countryside with considerable success. Too many of our missionares 


are neglecting a fruitful field. With automobiles the farmer can easily 
come to town. But for unfavorable local economic conditions for the 
greater part of the year this point might have passed to the self-sup- 
porting list this year. The Missionary recently was invited to open up 
work at Burnette, a nearby town. One hundred were present for the 
first service. — 
REDEEMER, Hartford. Rev. A. C. Baughman, pastor. Org. 1920. 
‘The work in this parish has been intensive rather than extensive. It 
is much stronger today in every way, although the figures of growth 
do not show it. The great fluctuation in local industry, which means 
the Kissel Car Co., has its influence on the work. The missionary has 
been adding to the congregation only to find that others have moved 
away. The property was improved during the year including the grad- 
ing of the church lawn and the planting of shrubs. The kitchen was 
remodelled and a wooden floor placed over the whole basement. Ma- 
terial cost $100 and most of the labor was donated. The indebtedness 
was cut $200. The benevolent record of this congregation is note- 
worthy. The treasurer of Synod will receive about $700 from the 
mission this year. This is a percapita average of about $10. Members 
pledged $1,700 to the Endowment Fund of Northwestern Seminary. 
ATONEMENT. Beloit. Rev. C. C. Roth, pastor. Org. 1905. 
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Beloit has had a remarkable development since the arrival of Rev. 
Roth. The past history of this congregation is well known. Many 
old bills were on off and the basement greatly improved. Other 
much needed re will be undertaken this. summer. There were 
eighty-two seaieaga during the year not including the Easter addi- 
tions. The benevolent record is worthy of special mention. During 
the ten years from 1913 to 1922 the congregation contributed a grand 
total of $173.13 for benevolences. In 1915, 1917, 1918, 1919 nothing 


was contributed. During 1923 the first year of the present pastorate 


the benevolences amounted to $500. For 1924, $1,200 is pledged and 
$340 was sent in for European Relief. On top of this thirty-one mem- 
bers pledged $5,000 for the Seminary Endowment Fund, an average of 
$161.30, the highest in Synod. | 

ST. LUKE’S, Waukesha. Rev. C. E. Fritz, waster. Org. 1921. 

St. Luke’s continues its healthy growth. The field is by no means 
exhausted. The congregation still worships in the Y. M. C. A., but 
uses the improved parsonage-parish house for all other purposes. 
Building operations may be delayed until another year. The mission 
has paid off $2,750 on its $9,750 property. There is a first mortgage 
of $4,000. The congregation is fully organized. St. Luke’s has a 
banner Brotherhood. The Women’s Missionary Society of the Wis- 
consin Conference continues to support St. Luke’s to the extent of 
$600 annually. 

INCARNATION, Milwaukee. Rev. E. L. Moerke, pastor. Org. 
1917. Incarnation dedicated its $68,000 church Sept. 9, 19238. The 
congregation is very active and growing rapidly. A fine parsonage 


will be added to the equipment this summer. The congregation ac- 


cepted a $250 reduction in the Board’s appropriation and will endeavor 
to become self-supporting next year. 

WASHINGTON PARK, Milwaukee. Rev. David H. Bucks, pastor. 
Org. 1921. The past two years have not been easy ones for this im- 
portant station. The work, however, is moving forward nicely and handi- 
caps are being brushed aside. The Sunday School is growing rapidly and 
thirty-six additions to the membership roll are reported for the last 
quarter. An earnest effort will be made to reduce the remaining un- 
secured indebtedness on the building amounting to something over 
$900. The Church of the Reformation mothered this mission for sev- 
eral years to the extent of $600 annually. 

ST. MATTHEW’S, Wauwatosa. Rev. Wm. Niebling pastor. 
Org. 1920. St. Matthew’s has made steady and substantial progress. 


The congregation is rapidly overcoming the burden of its heavy in- 


debtedness. The community is growing which gives the congregation 
a good field. The pastor and church council are hopeful for future 
developments. 

ST. JOHN’S, Phillips. Rev. Joseph Stump, pastor. Org. 1922. 
St. John’s is moving forward: Many improvements have been made 
on the property which was purchased from the Iowa Synod for the 
small sum of $3,220. It is worth at least $16,000. The parsonage has 


been re-shingled and cement steps leading to the church, as well as a 
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cement sidewalk on one side of the church, have been laid. The ex- 
terior of the church will be painted this summer. The Easter acces- 


sions totaled thirty, mostly adults. The missionary holds services 


regularly at Emery when the roads are open. 

TRINITY, West Bend. Rev. Paul L. Wetzler, pastor. ‘a 1922. 
Missionary Wetzler is doing exceptionally fine work at West Bend. 
The Easter accessions brought the membership up to the hundred 
mark. The original building plans have been abandoned, a bungalow 
chapel with quarters for the pastor on the second floor. This would 
have been a mistake. The building would have been too small. A 
note of $1,300 has been paid off and the balance of $1,000 is covered 
by subscriptions. The congregation is worshipping in a hall which 
serves their purpose well for the present. The rental of $40 a month, 


however, is high. The mission accepted a reduction of $200 and in- 


creased the pastor’s salary $100. 

TRINITY, Marshfield. Rev. Nels K. Fedderson, pastor. Org. 1923. 
Trinity was organized June 24, 1923, with nineteen members. Steps 
were taken immediately to acquire property and fine lots with two 
residences on them purchased for $7,850 with $3,000 assistance from 
the Board. The corner house has been converted into a very inviting 
chapel and was dedicated Sunday, April 6th. There were three ser- 
vices with attendances of 100, 125, and 150. The offering amounted to 
$567. The total cost of the property with improvements was $10,755. 
About $2,000 remains to be provided. One thousand two hundred dol- 
lars was raised locally and there are $500 in unpaid pledges. This 
work was done very largely by an enthusiastic band of workers with 
little outside assistance. A substantial class of people are behind the 
movement. Prof. Roth had general charge of the work during the 
year and students visited the field regularly over Sunday. Student 
Fedderson of Northwestern Seminary assumed full charge June Ist. 
and will be ordained at this meeting of Synod. 

ST. MARK’S, Jefferson. Rev. Herman J. Schmid, pastor. Org. 
1923. St. Mark’s was organized Nov. 9, 1923, with twenty-six mem- 
bers. It has since grown to about fifty. The field missionaryhas a 
calling and prospective list of sixty-five families. The local Methodist 
Church has been rented for services.. Student Schmid of Northwes- 
tern Seminary was called and is on the field. He seeks ordination at 
this convention of Synod. | 

PENTECOST, Milwaukee. Field Missionary W. C. Stump in 
charge. Org. 1924. This is our newest work, a temporary organiza- 
tion having been effected in Mr. Edward Liederbach’s store on Center 
Street on Monday evening, May 19th. On the following day a 60-day 
option was taken on four lots on the Northeast corner of Forty-ninth 
and Chambers Streets. Cost $5,500. The stronger Milwaukee congre- 
gations are deeply interested in this most promising field in the north- 
western end of the city and will no doubt assist in financing the pro- 
ject. Opening services were held on Pentecost Sunday with the local 
pastors in charge. 


Work inaugurated last summer at Hiles, Wisconsin, a lumbering » 
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center, and Argonne, a nearby village, was kept up during the year by 
monthly visits of students from Northwestern Seminary. The Board 
has decided to continue the work due to its peculiar nature and an ef- 
fort will be made to find a permanent pastor by fall. The Hiles con- 
gregation will build a new church this summer. Student Shelhart is 
on the field. 

The work at Fond du Lac has been resumed through the activities 
of Rev. Wm. C. Drahn, pastor of St. John’s, Oshkosh. Mr. Harry 
Allen of the Chicago Seminary, will spend the summer on the field to 
make a thorough and systematic canvass with the view of effecting 
an organization in late summer or early fall. 

A number of other important fields await the coming ani the de- 
velopment of our field missionaries. A year ago we petitioned the 
General Board for two additional field missionaries, one for Canada 
and one for Upper Wisconsin. Both of these requests have been 
granted. The Canadian field missionary will make his headquarters 
at Saskatoon and work in co-operation with the Manitoba Synod. One 
of the pastors of Synod has been called to undertake the field work in 
Upper Wisconsin and it is sincerely hoped that he will accept the call. 
Nothing has been done to fill the vacancy for the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana, due to the unsettled condition in that part of the country. 

The Board takes this opportunity to express its appreciation for 
the liberal support and assistance which has been uniformly rendered 
by the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension of the United 
Lutheran Church and its new Central District Superintendent, the Rev. | 
J. S. Herold, D.D. At the same time the Board desires to express its 
full appreciation to the Field Missionaries and missionaries who have 
been very faithful in the discharge of their duties. The past year has 
not been an altogether easy one for all of the men. Even in such cases 
where peculiar local problems and difficulties arose the missionaries 
have labored hard and cheerfully. 

The Board presents the following sts team for your consider- 
ation and approval: 

1. That we lift up our united voice in lies and thanksgiving to 
Almighty God for the success and prosperity of our home mis- 
sionary endeavor, for the continued health and protection of 
our many scattered workers and for the increasing number of 
opportunities which continually present themselves. 

2. That the sum of $2,000 be appropriated to the Synodical Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extensions for the soming year. 

38. That we reiterate our action of a year ago, that in order to — 
unify the home missionary work in Synod it is the sense of 
this body that all financial support should come from the 
treasury of the General Board and that the General Board 
again be asked to assume the full support of all home mis- 

sionary work on our territory.

Of the 67 pastors in the Synod who serve 83 ensttitens: 35 
reported names; 19 answered that they had no names to report; 7 
promised to send names later but did not; and 6 did not answer at 
all, tho 3 requests were sent out at intervals. . 

In comparison with responses in former years, the silence of 
only 6 pastors is a very creditable record, and inspires the hope that 
in the future every pastor in the Synod will co-operate with the Com- 
mittee in securing data re the most important work in the Church— 
the securing of men for the ministry.

Eleven are in Lutheran Institutions—St. Olaf, Gustavus Adolphus, 
Carthage and Thiel. 

Of these 139 students, 44 have the ministry in view ard 12 addi- 
tional, though inclined towards the ministry, have not definitely de- 
cided. While this list is not complete, it is the most satsfactory re- 
port ever presente by the present Committee to the Synod. 
Duplicate lists were mailed to the Executive Committee of Synod, — 
at its request; and to Dr. C. S. Bauslin, College Secretary of the 
Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church. | 

It is the aim of the Committee to institute a more systematic 
effort, in order to inspire more young men, especially in our own Sy- 
nod, to enter the Christian ministry. 

There should be at least an average of one young man for every 
congregation in our Synod, headed towards the ministry—83 young 
men continually in the Seminary. Shall not such e laudable aim be 
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made the PRAYER and the PURPOSE of every pastor and layman in 
the Synod? Only THEN can this Synod BEGIN to gather its | over 
ripe harvest. 
RECOMMENDATION Ss. 
1. That the pastors in Synod in every way possible co-operate 


: with the Synod’s Committee on Students for the Ministry. 


2. That Father and Son banquets be held, if possible, in each 
congregation, during the week preceding the Day of Prayer for Col- 
leges (the last Sunday in February); and on that Sunday, special 
services be held in our Churches and Sunday-Schools, emphasizing the 
claims of the ministry upon the young men of the Church.

Pastor Fedders read the 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BOYS’ WORK 


To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest. 
Your Committee begs leave to submit the following report: 
This is the FIFTH report your. Committee is privileged to-render 

since the inauguration of work among Boys by the Committee of the 
United Lutheran Church. A brief outline of the Committee’s pian of 
action may be in order. First of all a survey was made of our con- 
gregations with respect to organized work for boys and an illumin- 
ating report resulted. With the beginning of the second part of the 
decade and in view of the many new Congregations in Synod a sec- 
ond survey should be made. It will reveal the work accomplished and 
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_its territory, through the co-operation of pastors, church councils and 


ulations from the New York and New England Synod. 
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assist the Committee in its promotion of plans and programs for fu- 
ture work. The survey was followed by a recommendation to each 
Conference to appoint a Sectional Committee to foster this work on 


local brotherhoods. Interest in this important department of church 
work has been steadily increasing. Many of the pastors report strong 
organized work for the boys of the Parish. The Luther League, Boy 
Scouts (under local Lutheran leadership), Pioneer and Comrade 


_ groups, organized classes in the Sunday School, ete. are the ordinary © 


channels through which the work is carried on. The Father and Son 
Supper is an increasingly popular medium to bring before boys the 
matter of vocational guidance and in many churches of Synod this 


has become an annual affair. Boys’ Conferences and Motorcades are 


features of our work and the Summer Camp is added this year as an 
important step in the development of a Synodical program for Boys’ 
Work. More than 50 boys from the City of Milwaukee will spend two 
weeks in a Lutheran period at the Y. M. C. A. Camp, Lake Amy Belle, 
near Menominee Falls, Wis. Your Chairman will be the Camp Direc- 
tor and live with the boys in camp during the entire period. Lutheran 
pastors and laymen will give Bible talks and other addresses at stat- 
ed hours during the encampment. A Motorcade has been launched 
for Sunday, June 29th, in co-operation with the Milwaukee Inner Mis- 


sion Society and the Federation of Lutheran Laymen. At this pro- 


gram your Committee co-operates with the Committee on Men for the 
Ministry and the Campfire address will be given hy Dr. M. J. Bieber 
on “The Christian Ministry.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. In view of the removal of Conference Committee members 
outside the bounds of Synod we recommend new appointments of pas- 
tors vitally interested in work among boys.

REPORT OF INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 


The great work of the Church is the spiritual welfare of human- 
ity. That which concerns man’s salvation is always first, but that al- 
so involves the welfare of the body, for often a man’s interest in his 
salvation can only be reached by a Christian interest in his bodily 
welfare. In view of this fact no work of the Church is of greater im- 
portance then that of Inner Missions. 


The aim of Inner Missions is to bring relief and comfort to the 
body in every case of infirmity or illness, and at the same time to 
nourish the soul by bringing spiritual comfort, aud making life not 
only bearable but really happy. The Saviour gives us the example 


in His conduct toward all classes with whom He came in contact. We 


are to follow His example in doing good and wherever the opportun- 


ity offers to bring relief in distress of whatever character. There is 


not a congregation or community where such opportunities do not 
present themselves. 


2 While the Synod of the Northwest has ahenes, to a greater or 
less extent been interested in Inner Mission work and has contributed 
to the support of Inner Mission Institutions, and while individual 
members have been actively engaged in particulur phases of Inner 
Mission work, the Synod as a whole has not as yet to a very large ex- 
tent carried out the recommendations with put 852 to the work in 
many local congregations. 


The Inner Mission Society of Milwaukee was organized by mem- 
bers of the Synod of the Northwest and is in a fluurishing condition. 
It has a hospice for young women and is about to expand its work by 
founding a home for young meu. While it is not under the control of 


our Synod it is under the direction of Lutherans of the Synod of the 
Northwest. 


The Lutheran Inner Mission Society of Minnesota received special 
attention by a number of our congregations, especially in the ‘Twin 
cities, Minneapolis.and St. Paul. A member of your committee, the 
Rev. H. L. Bosserman, is Superintendent of one branch of this work, 
the COLONY OF MERCY located on Lake Johanna. A number of 


Ladies’ Societies of our congregations in Minneapolis are not only in- | 


terested in this branch, but also especially in the Kindergarten and 
Day Nursery in the Luther Home in Minneapolis. Although this In- 


ner Mission Society is inter-synodical, it was called into existance 


largely through the efforts and enthusiasm of members of this Sy- 
nod, one of whom was president of the Board of Directors for 
twelve years. Out of respect for his efforts in behalf of the work, 
the Board of Directors in 1923 unanimously resolved to give his name 
to the first unit of the work, which Was a Christian home for young 
women coming to the city for work or study, which was known as 
“the Lutheran Hospice and Home for Young Women.” This was 
changed and it is now known as TRABERT HALL. 
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We regret to state that one of the original members of this Sy- 
nod, who was for years an enthusiastic Inner Mission worker in con- 
nection with the Juvenile court in St. Paul for the rescue of children, 
has been obliged to relinquish that work. The Rev. A. J. D. or. 


. D. D., who is now student pastor at Grand Forks, N. D. 


We beg leave to reiterate here what your Committee said in the 
Minutes of 1923, page 66 and 67. 


“That the work of the Church at present requires that the serv- 
ices of the regular ordained pastor be supplemented by lay activity.” 
The Church needs laymen and women properly trained for the 
work, to aid in the reclaiming of the straying, in caring for the sick, 
encouraging the despondent, helping those in distress and need and 


showing mercy to the outcast, so as to bring them to a realization of 


the love of Christ who desires the highest welfare of mankind. In 
this work the earnest Christian layworker can often accomplish more 
in making an impression upon the “down and out” than the pastor. _ 

In last year’s report it-was recommended that each congregation 
have a community survey to discover the physical and spiriutal needs 
of the community. It would be interesting and profitable to know | 
how many congregations carried out this suggestion and the result of 
such survey. We learn with pleasure that this congregation, in which 
we meet, Luther Memorial Church, Madison, successfully conducted 
such a survey through its Luther League. We regard this a splendid 
idea to develop the interest and activity of the young people in Inner 
Mission Work and would recommend it to all our congregations. 

It would also be interesting to know how many congregations 
have any young people in a Lutheran Bible School where they are 
prepared for Inner Mission work. Such a school exists in Minneapolis | 
at the Luther Home, where special training is given in this directon.

OBITUARIES 
The brothers, William Adam and James Frederick Beates were 


descendants of an old and prominent family of the Lutheran Church | 


of America. On their mother’s side they were the great grandsons of 
John Peter Keller, who migrated from Germany and settled in Lan- 
caster County, Pennsylvania, in 1760. On their father’s side they 
were the grandsons of Rev. Beates, a Lutheran minister of Lancaster 
County, Pennsylvania. Most of the descendants have maintained their 
uninterrupted connection with the Lutheran Church and have furnish- 
ed eminent men in the Lutheran ministry and in other walks of life. 
The Synod of the Northwest has reaped the fruits of a number of 
these men. Besides the brothers Beates, it has had on its ministerial 
list, and still has, such men as the Rev. W. K. Frick, D. D., of sainted 
memory, the first English Lutheran Missionary in Milwaukee and 
for seven years president of this Synod; the Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, D. 
D., the first regularly called English Lutheran Pastor in St. rani 
and for three years president of this Synod. 


‘The REV. WILLIAM ADAM BEATES was born in en 


Puunavieiiad on February 24, 1849, the oldest of seven children of 
Frederick William and Sophia Maria (Keller) Beates. He was bap- 
tized in infancy and attended the home schools. He was confirmed 
by Rev. Samuel Laird, D. D. in Holy Trinity Church, Lancaster, was 
graduated from Muhlenberg College, Allentown, Pennsylvania, June 
1872, and as a hospitant from the Philadelphia Lutheran Theological 
Seminary in 1822. He was ordained by the District Synod of Ohio. 


Immediately after his graduation from college he accepted the | 
position of principal of the Academic school connected with Muhlen- _— 
berg College, in which capacity he labored seven years. After his — 
graduation from the seminary he accepted the superintendency of 


the Public Schools in Lancaster, Ohio. He held this position until 
1891 when he was called to the Presidency of Thiel College. After 
two years service he resigned the Presidency of Thiel and accepted 
a call from the Amanda Parish near Lancaster, Ohio, which he 
served until 1908. He now retired and lived with and cared for his 
wife’s aged parents, having married Miss Cora Outcalt of Lancaster, 
Ohio, in 1894. During this time he was President of the District Sy- 
nod of Ohio for three years and did supply work. His wife preceded 
him into life, January 4, 1921, after which he made his home with his 
brother, James F., in Milwaukee. 

He united with this Synod in sestwenilin June 1922 and did some 
supply work in and around that city. Having been stricken June 1 
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while in attendance of Synod in Minneapolis, he entered life the fol- 
lowing day, June 2, 1923, at the age of 74 years, 5 months, and 8 
days. A service was held in Minneapolis. Interment took place, 
June 5, in Lancaster, Ohio. He rests from his labors and his works 
do follow him. | | 


The REV. JAMES FREDERICK BEATES was born near Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania, November 17, 1856, a son of Frederick William 
and Sophia Maria (Keller) Beates, a younger brother of Rev. Wil-

liam Adam Beates. He was baptized in infancy by Rev. G. F. Kretel 
and confirmed in Elizabethtown, Pennsylvania, in the first class con- 
firmed by the Rev. G. H. Trabert, D. D. After attending the local

town, Pennsylvania, was graduated from Muhlenberg College, June 
1880, and from the Philadelphia Lutheran Theological Seminary, 
June 1884, having served one year after his graduation from College 
as assistant instructor in the Academic School connected with Muhlen- 
berg College, of which his brother, William was the Principal.

He edited the Seminary Indicator one year. From 1887-1900 he was 
secretary of the District Synod of Ohio. For a number of years he 


was the President of the Central Conference of this Synod. He 


served on different boards and committees, contributed articles to 
THE LUTHERAN and the LUTHERAN CHURCH REVIEW. 


Rev. James F. Beates was twice married. June 18, 1903, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Mary Baker Fister, daughter of Col. 
Thomas and Julia Frances (Swan) Fister, of Kutztown, his brother, 
Rev. W. A. Beates assisting in the ceremony. The first Mrs. James 
F. Beates entered. into life in St. Paul, September 18, 1915 and was 
buried in Kutztown. April 17, 1918, he was united in marriage to 


Miss Elizabeth J. C. Bogk, daughter of Henry and Elizabeth (Bienen- 
stein) Bogk of Milwaukee, the ceremony being performed by his 


cousin, Rev. W. K. Frick, D. D. There were no direct Capeencante of 


the brothers Beates. 


Rev. James Frederick Beates suddenly fell asleep at 4:00 P. M., 
on the Lord’s day, August 26, 1923, in Milwaukee, at the age of 62.

s Missionary Societies 


Up to the present time the three conferences of the Women’s 
Missionary Society of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
the Northwest have been represented at conventions of the General 
Society, but represented as conferences. Owing to the fact that all 
other representation in the General Society is by synods, this has led 
to continual misunderstanding and embarrasment. To overcome this 
situation, the delegates from these three conferences, Central, West- 
ern and Wisconsin, met while in Pittsburgh in October, 1922, and de- 
cided to try to form a Synodical Society. A joint meeting of the 
committees appointed by the three conferences for the purpose of 
formulating plans for a Synodical Society was held in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, May Sist, 1923. _ 

The most important order of business was the presentation of a 
constitution for the society. This was considered, article by article, 
and accepted by the committee to be presented to the next conven- 
‘tion of each conference with recommendation that it be adopted. It 
was accordingly adopted by the three conferences at their fall con- 
ventions.
